He tries hard but for 
most of the film he just looks as though he’s 
suffering from chronic constipation and left 
me having to strain for laughs. 

It’s left to Thompson, who’s a delight as 
the cynical chain-smoking writer, and 
Dustin Hoffman’s literary professor whom 
Ferrell consults when he finds out he is a 
fictional character, to steal the show,

IN FEBRUARY 1997, U.S. President Bill 
Clinton paid tribute to a woman who’d been 
dubbed a gold-digger and shunned by polite 
society, whose fortunes had yo-yoed from 
penury to spending millions a year on flowers 
alone.

Flame 

Whether you believe that or not, Pam 
Churchill seems to have been a remarkable 
woman. Her early experiences as Winston 
Churchill’s confidante convinced her that 
powerful men were vulnerable pussycats, if 
only you knew how to handle them, and after 
divorcing Randolph, she went looking for a 
new husband in Washington. After another 


millionaire spouse died and left her no money 
in his will — because she’d spent it already - 
she got on the phone to her old flame Averell, 
who in addition to being recently widowed, 
was 79 and extremely rich. 

Pam became the elder stateswoman of the 
Democrat party, making young Bill Clinton 
her protegé. When he became President, he 
made her U.S. Ambassador to Paris and when 
she died there, the French and American 
leaders almost fell out over who should give 
her the greatest honour. 

And just as Pamela achieved all of this with 
her wits alone, this programme recognised

Worries over the cost of the makeover 
sent shares in Kingfisher down 2.1%, clos- 
ing off 5.25p at 243p. 

“The returns that we expect means 
that this is a very, very sensible 
investment,” insisted Kingfisher 
finance director Duncan 
Tatton-Brown. 

Each store refit costs £3m 
with £1m of lost sales while the 
builders are in.

Kingfisher believes introducing the new 
look — which squeezes in room sets and 
more products - across its 115 warehouses 
will boost sales at the outlets by 25%. 

Kingfisher said the UK home improve- 
ment market continued to be “weak and 
price sensitive” with like-for-like sales at 
B&Q stores down 1.1% in the three months 
to October 28. 

However that was a marked improvement 
on the 8% slide seen at the start of the year.

style, touch-screen sensitive luxu- 
ry piece of kit that comes as stan- 
dard, including sat-nav, heating 
controls for the dual-zone climate 
control, the 6-CD stereo system, 
trip computer, in fact everything 
you could want and a bit more. 

Only trouble was, Mr Computer 
was also having a bit of a strop for 
the week I had the car and, howev- 
er many buttons I pressed he 
refused to come out to play — in 
other words, it simply didn’t work.

I suppose I am having a bit of a 
moan this week, so it would be 
unfair to let the XKR go by with- 
out mentioning the very thing peo- 
ple buy it for ... and that’s speed, 
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beauty and luxury. It scores 10 out 
of 10 in all these departments. It is 
blindingly quick and growls and 
howls from the moment you press 
the start button. It’s a real atten- 
tion-grabber. 

Once you get it into Pc Gotcha 
territory the XKR turns into an 
unseen fist that smashes you from 
70 to 155mph with a deep, thunder- 
ous, roar. It is sensational, espe- 
cially on the speed-limit-free 
motorways of Germany where I 
took it. 

Would I want one? I would if 
power, looks and comfort were the 
be-all and end-all. 

Sadly, though, I like at least a 
portion of practicality. 

And the XKR didn’t serve up 
anything like enough.
